Prisons Under New Deal 


(From K. C. Star) 


Jefferson City, 
Nov. 10.—On» 
of the youngest men ever placed 
at the head of the Missouri prison 
syst< m, James E. 
M atthews 
of 
Sikeston, director of penal institu­ 
tions, is typical of the new group 
of state officials Governor Stark 
is relying on to give the state an 
efficient administration, divorced 
as far as possible from 
the 
old 
political spoils system. 
An engineer 
who 
has 
spent 
most of his adult life working for 
the state 
highway 
department, 
Matthews was drafted at the age 
of 35 to take over one of the big­ 
gest and most troublesome jobs in 
the Stark administration. 
On the shoulders of this young 
man who did not seek the 
ap­ 
pointment, nor even 
dream 
it 
would be offered him, has 
been 
placed the ta^k of carrying 
out 
Governor Stark's ideas for 
im­ 
provement in the penal institu­ 
tions of the state. 
From a 
family 
of 
Southeast 
Missouri landowners and 
cotton 
planters, Matthews followed 
the 
Democratic tradition of his family. 
He never took an active part in 
organization politics, a statement 
that can be applied to most of the 
appointments of the new 
chief 
executive. 
His work 
with 
the 
highway department, a nonpoliti­ 
cal organization which has m ain­ 
tained that status since its incep­ 
tion, precluded political work of 
the ordinary organization type.

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Burning of Missouri’s State House 
Nov. 14. 1837 


The first of Missouri’s two dis­ 
astrous statehousc fires 
occurred 
on November 14, 1837, one 
hun­ 
dred years ago this week. 
The 
fire was discovered about 9 a. m., 
and in spite of the heroic efforts 
of the townspeople to extinguish 
the flames the building was totally 
destroyed. 
The 
structure 
had 
been used as the home of 
Mis­ 
souri’s 
govrnment 
for 
eleven 
years. 
A committee was appointed 
to 
investigate the cause of the fire, 
and the conclusion was that the 
fire started in the upper part of 
the building and in the olTice of 
the secretary of state. 
It appear­ 
ed that the planks in the hearth 
box took 
fire 
and 
the 
flames 
spread to a 
yellow 
pine 
press 
nearby which was full of papers. 
After careful 
investigation, 
the 
committee blamed no one for the 
origin of the fire and compliment­ 
ed the citizens of Jefferson 
City 
for their 
“great 
vigilance” 
in 
saving all that could 
be 
saved 
“We consider this disaster one of 
those unexpected and unforeseen 
accidents, against which, the most 
careful cannot guard.” 
The committee 
reported 
that 
nothing was saved from the office 
of the secretary 
of 
state, 
state papers 
and 
records, 
the 
state seal and the furniture of the 
office were 
lost. 
Most 
of 
the 
books in the state library 
were 
saved. 
The most im portant rec­ 
ords in the auditor’s office includ­ 
ing the greater part of the 
land 
records were 
saved. 
However, 
nothing was saved from the sen­ 
ate chamber or the attic, 
which 
was used as a store room, and the 
loss there was considerable. 
The 
furniture in the house of 
repre­ 
sentatives was salvaged, but 
was 
badly damaged. The books of the 
Cole county treasurer were in the 
office of the auditor 
and 
were 
destroyed. 
A num ber of private 
individuals lost considerable prop­ 
erty. mainly books deposited in 
the library or stored in the attic. 
The 
State 
government 
had 
moved from its tem porary quar­ 
ters in St. Charles to 
Jefferson 
City in 1826. 
The capitol build­ 
ing had been erected by 
James 
Dunnieai and Daniel Colgan, 
in 
1825 and 1826, at an initial cost 
of $18,753. 
Later repairs and im­ 
provements raised the total 
cost 
to $20,141.13. 
It was not designed 
as a statehouse but as the official 
residence of the 
governor. 
Two 
knge rooms w’ere planned for use 
as general assembly rooms until 
the new statehouse should be er­ 
ected. 
The 
legislature 
showed 
con­ 
siderable interest in the planning 
of the new capital city and 
the 
architectural design of the public 
buildings. 
However,

print, 
drawing or picture of 
the 
first 
statehouse at Jefferson City is ex­ 
tant. 
Certain facts of its general 
plan may be derived 
from 
the 
legislature’s instructions 
to 
the 
trustees, and from the

building plans. From these sour­ 
ces, it appears that the building 
was a two-story brick 
structure 
w ith a stone foundation and m ea­ 
sured forty by sixty feet.

The Ninth General 
Assembly,

1837, appropriated $75,000 for the 
erection of a new statehouse,

be located on “Capitol Hill,” the 
first hill west of the one occupied 
by the governor’s mansion.

fore the work was begun on

new building the disastrous fire 
of November 14. 1837, completely 
destroyed the old capitol and
